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Revolutions  A>onsu  tilt?  Thetr  Leaders 


A V /HATEVER  the  stato  of  Premier  Josef 
W Stalin,  the  4K-hour  lapse  between  his 
reported  stroke  and  the  first  public  refer- 
ence to  that  over  the  Moscow  radio  would 
seem  to  indicate  a considerable  upheaval 
at  the  Kremlin  Itself.  While  all  statements 
from  behind  the  iron  curtain  must  be 
accepted  with  reservation  in  the  light  of 
experience,  this  may  Is'  one  occasion 
where  Soviet  leaders  were  unable  to  sup- 
press the  farts  for  long  or  supply  a coun- 
terfeit excuse  for  I hem  Time  and  its 
developments  will  bear  on  the  information 
the  Russian  people  were  given  hourly  on 
Wednesday  over  their  own  broadcast 
system. 

If  Premier  Stalin  had  not  followed  in 
Hitler’s  footsteps  in  the  fatal  decision 
between  guns  and  butter  he  could  have 
stood  as  a very  much  larger  figure  in  this 
century  than  history  may  record  him. 
It  was  within  his  power  to  lead  the  Russian 
people  towards  the  amity  and  understand- 
ing of  the  free  world;  to  bring  about  gen- 
uine disarmament  among  all  peoples:  and 
to  turn  the  course  of  international  events 
Into  vastly  different  channels  than  those 
In  which  they  have  run  during  the  22 
years  of  his  arknowledged  leadership  of 
the  Soviet  peoples.  There  has  been  a 
touch  of  blunt  If  cynical  realism  about 
Stalin's  own  statements  that  Is  not  often 
In  evidence  behind  the  iron  curtain.  At 


the  same  time  no  one  can  explain  away 
the  iron  curtain  itself  and  all  that  4t  has 
stood  for  up  to  the  present. 

It  has  been  the  way  of  all  revolutions 
— change  through  violence-  to  consume 
finally  and  thoroughly  their  own  leaders. 
If  Premier  Stalin  were  now  or  later 
removed  by  the  incidence  of  natural 
causes,  that  might  precipitate  just  such 
an  internal  conflict.  Danton,  Marat, 
Robespierre  and  literally  dozens  of  others 
fell  in  the  French  Revolution  by  it*  own 
hands.  In  Paris  in  the  eighteenth  century 
the  guillotine  fed  at  last  upon  the  men  who 
erected  it.  The  tight  military-police  state 
which  has  been  the  longer  drawn  out  form 
taken  by  the  Russian  revolution  has  not 
proved  to  bt4  over-punctilious  in  the  past 
with  those  who  have  disagreed  with  it.  It 
is  not  Stalin's  reported  illness,  but  the 
question  of  his  successor  which  must  lie 
acutely  uppermost  today  in  the  minds  at 
the  Kremlin. 

However  well  covered  up,  the  issue  of 
succession  will  one  day  he  a conflict  and 
probably  a hitter  one.  Two  men  cannot 
sit  in  the  same  chair.  Molotov  or  Malinkov 
or  Beria,  wherever  Stalin's  hat  may  fall 
it  will  bo  a difficult  post  to  maintain. 
That  has  been  tty*  record  of  revolutions 
everywhere.  It  is  understandable  that 
Soviet  embassies  abroad  should  now  he 
silent,  not  knowing  at  the  moment  in  which 
precise  direction  to  bow. 


Speaking  on  Victoria’s  Behalf 


HAVING  been  left  unrepresented  since 
Hon.  R.  W.  Mayhew  was  appointed 
ambassador  to  Japan.  Victoria  lacks  a 
member  to  speak  up  for  its  Interests  in 
the  federal  parliament,  but  General 
Penrkes  stepped  into  the  breach  this  week 
with  a strong  plea  for  common  sense 
handling  of  the  sales  tax  situation  as  if 
nffertrd  the  manufacture  of  items  like 
road  signs  made  hv  the  city  for  citv  use. 
The  Nanaimo  member  In  effect  told  the 
House  it  was  palpably  absurd,  "vicious" 
vyfts  his  word  for  it.  for  taxation  policy 
be  applied  in  this  manner,  thus  penaliz- 
ing a municipality  for  practicing  economy 
LRits  administration. 

The  anomaly  was  all  the  more  glaring. 
General  Pearkes  pointed  out.  when  the 
^federal  government  in  turn  exempts  itself 
from  the  payment  of  civic  taxes  on  crown 
held  property  such  as  the  Belmont  Build- 
ing. an  irony  made  even  more  sharp  by 
the  fact  that  part  of  this  building  is  rented 
out  for  revenue  by  federal  authorities. 
The  city  is  caught  in  the  squeeze  coming 
and  going. 

On  this  question  of  tax-free  govern- 
ment properties  within  the  boundaries  of 
municipalities,  a factor  that  ha«  a crip- 


pling effect  on  municipal  budgets,  the 
general  spoke  strongly  in  favor  of  more 
just  and  reasonable  treatment.  He  drew 
particular  attention  to  the  plight  of  Esqui- 
mau, aired  frequently  by  this  newspaper, 
which  is  a small  municipality  saddled  with 
the  onus  of  helping  to  service  the  military 
needs  of  fty’  country  without  adequate 
financial  recognition. 

It  is  an  old  story,  but  it  grows  more 
invidious  every  day.  Approximately  one- 
third  of  Esquimalt  is  exempt  from  the 
normal  processes  of  taxation  by  virtue  of 
crow  n ownership.  Included  are  what  would 
be  some  of  the  most  choice  residential  sites 
if  devoted  to  civilian  use.  with  correspond- 
ing benefit  to  the  municipal  assessment 
roll.  As  matters  stand  now  the  federal 
grant  in  lieu  of  taxes  is  meagre  by  com- 
parison to  the  revenue  that  would  be 
derived  from  such  properties  in  private 
hands.  This  argument  has  been  'made 
frequently  in  efforts  to  secure  a better  deal 
for  the  municipality,  but  to  date  it  has 
fallen  on  nearly  deaf  ears.  One  would  like 
to  hopp  that  the  able  presentation  of  the 
case  by  General  Pearkes  might  induce  the 
finance  ministry  to  review  Its  whole  atti- 
tude towards  taxation  as  it  affects  muni- 
cipalities and  their  shrinking  coffers. 


Teaching  Citizenship 


rfK  new  federal  policy  of  contributing 
towards  the  cost  of  instructing  new- 
comers to  Canada  in  the  principles  and 
practice  of  good  citizenship  has  been 
criticized  by  opponents  of  the  Dominion 
government  on  the  ground  that  it  is  no 
more  than  a begrudging  and  partial  recog- 
nition of  federal  responsibility.  This  ob- 
jection seems  unreasonable  and  without 
reflection.  The  government  has  under- 
taken to  reimburse  the  provinces  to  the 
extent  of  one-half  of  their  own  contribu- 
tions to  the  cost  of  citizenship  classes,  and 
In  the  circumat.ances  that  appears  to  be  a 
fair  division  of  responsibility. 

Some  cr'tics  of  the  new-  plan  of  assist- 
ance have  taken  the  line  that  the  Dominion 
should  pay  the  whole  cost  of  educating 
Immigrants  because  immigration  and  *he 
granting  of  citizenship  are  under  federal 
jurisdiction.  It  is  true  that  the  prospective 
new  citizens  brought  to  this  country  by  the 
senior  government  will  assist  in  the 


development  of  CanadH  as  a whole;  hut 
it  is  equally  true  that  the  provinces  which 
receive  them  also  will  derive  benefit  from 
their  work  and  skills.  It  does  not  seem 
unreasonable  therefore  to  expect  the 
provinces  to  bear  part  of  the  expense  of 
fitting  the  newcomers  for  citizenship. 

Jurisdiction  over  education,  without 
limitation  as  to  the  ages  of  pupils,  belongs 
to  the  provinces,  and  they  could  scarcely 
expect  the  Dominion  to  assume  all  the 
cost  of  instructing  immigrants  unless  they 
were  prenared  also  to  surrender  some  of 
their  authority  over  the  places  in  which 
tuition  is  given  It  is  much  better,  and 
abn  tends  to  promote  local  Interest  in 
eitizenship  classes,  to  keep  control  in  the 
hands  of  the  provincial  authorities.  If 

♦ hat  view  is  accepted,  then  it  follows  that 
the  provinces  should  be  willing  to  assume 

* shflrp  of  fhe  cost.  The  plan  of  federal 
help  may  he  belated,  hut  It  Is  hardly  fair 
to  call  if  begrudging.

THE  two  major  Canadian  airlines 
are  in  their  first  all-out,  no- 
hold.*-l>arred  fight,  with  the  Air 
Ttansport  Board  acting  as  relrree 
and  the  cabinet  itself  as  Judge. 

For  the  last  12  years  Canadian 
Pacific  Air  Lines  and  the  government- 
owned  Trans-Canada  Air  Line-,  have 
stepped  wearily  around  one  another 
like  two  distrustful  mastiff*.  CPA 
envied  T<  'A'*  monopoly  nn  east  west 
air  traffic  TCA  knew  it  and  was 
on  Eiia id.  But  TCA  * mono|>oly  wan 
protected  by  government  |>ollry,  and 
CPA  couldn't  challenge  TCA  directly. 

Last  fall  the  president  of  TCA. 
Gordon  McGregor,  got  a telephone 
call  from  his  good  friend  Grant  Me* 
Conachte.  The  president  of  CPA  told 
MrGregur  that  CPA  was  going  to 
apply  to  the  Air  Transport  Board 
for  a license  to  operate  a scheduled 
transcontinental  service  to  carry  air 
freight  only.  McConarhie  said  that 
of  course  he 'realized  TCA  could 
have  no  possible  objection,  but  he 
thought  that  in  all  fairness  he  «hould 
advise  McGregor  about  hi*  plan*. 
What  would  TCA  do’’  he  asked 
"We'll  fight  you  tooth  and  nail." 
McGregor  .*napj>ed.  McConachle 
laughed  he’d  known  that  from  the 
start.

Liquor  and  Averages

XTKWS  reports  regarding  Ontario '» 
A ^ liquor  bill  estimate  that  the 
average  Ontario  family  spent  SI 90 
last  year  on  beer,  liquor,  and  wdne, 
drinking  about  67*  gallon*  of  the 
alcoholic  beverages.  The  picture 
could  he  developed  further  to  show 
mother  and  father  Imbibing  their 
dally  pint.  It's  a neat  and  dramatic 
way  of  emphasizing  that  a great  deal 
of  liquor  Is  consumed  in  this  prov- 
ince. Rut  is  It  a fair  agpount  of  the 
"average  family's"  habit*? 

Some  families,  especially  those 
given  to  lavish  entertainment,  would 
cerlalnly  spend  more  than  1190  an- 
nually on  liquor.  Many  apend  noth- 


ing at  all  in  this  way.  and  it  may  be 
doubted  that  moat  families  make  any- 
thing like  the  expenditure  suggested. 
A great  deal  of  liquor  la  consumed 
at  parties,  not  within  ihe  family 
circle. 

Moreover,  visitor*  in  the  province 
from  elsewhere  In  Canada  or  from 
the  United  State*  account  for  a siz- 
able part  of  the  drinking.  Americans 
crossing  the  border  Into  Ontario  last 
year  numbered  17.577.IfB.  and  It  may 
he  assumed  that  many  thousands  of 
them  patronized  the  liquor  outlets 
With  these  considerations  In  mind, 
"the  average  family"  that  drinks  G7 
gallon*  a year  begins  to  look  like  a 
myth.

Continuing  into  the  second  day  of  Information  on  ?our 
income  tax  form.  It  la  time  to  deal  in  some  detail  with  the 
subject  of  personal  exemptions 

Moat  of  this  la  quite  straightforward,  but  there  are  a few 
points  by  which  certain  individuals  can  benefit.  This  article 
wtU  cover  the  basic  points  and  give  some  examples. 

Basie  exemption  for  everyone  la  11.000  Ottawa  gives 
you  your  first  31.000  for  yourself,  and  It  la  onl*»-after  you 
have  earned  this  sum  that  the  federal  hooka  go  Into  your 
pocket  for  a compulsory  share. 

However,  after  you  have  been  contributing  most  of 
your  life.  Mr.  Abbott  snd  cohorts  feel  that  you  have  earned 
a further  easement — and  helieve  us.  you  have' 

So.  at  65  years  of  age.  you  rmt  add  another  basic  3500. 
Thus,  averyoo#  over  tt  haa  a bask  exemption  of  3000.  If 


you  are  married,  and  your  wife  Is  also  over  65.  *top  hoping. 
You  can't  add  another  $500  for  her. 

If  you  are  mrfrrled.  and  support  your  wife,  you  can  enter 
another  31.000  for  your  basic  exemption,  giving  a married 
man  a basic  exemption  of  32,000,  32.500  over  65.  In  thla 
way,  federal  offk'Uls  admit  that  two  cannot  live  a*  cheaply 
as  one — in  fact,  they  say  two  can  five  as  cheaply  as  two. 

A word  of  advice  here  to  the  young  man  about  to  marry. 
Contrary  to  public  belief  and  habit,  June  fa  not  the  month 
to  get  married.  December  should  he  the  automatic  choice 
In  fact,  you  ran  he  married  on  December  30.  support  your 
wile  for  exactly  one  day,  and  gam  the  entire  31  000  exemp- 
tion for  that  entire  year. 

Thla  means  than  no  matter  w-hat  period  nf  the  year 
you  are  married  In.  you  are  given  married  status  for  all  of 
that  year. 


This  fa  the  only  case  on  record  where  tax  official*  In 
compiling  regulations  show  a strong  human  streak. 

If  your  wife  works,  however,  her  earnings  must  come 
Into  consideration  in  figuring  your  taxes  She  may  earn  up 
to  3250  without  causing  any  Inconvenience  to  you.  in  fact 
you  can  Ignore  this  aum. 

If  your  wife  earns  up  lo  31.000.  you  ran  atill  figure  your 
tax  aa  ahown  to  date  With  one  exception,  however;  If  She 
earn*  more  than  31.000.  the  wlH  have  to  file  a form  of  mer 
own,  and  you  lose  your  extra  basic  exemption  of  31.000. 
ar>d  are  not  considered,  for  Income  tax  purposes  to  have 
married  status. 

If  her  Income  la  between  $250  and  31  fain  vnu  *lmplv 
place  the  figure  of  31-250  oh  paper,  put  your  wile  s income 
below,  and  subtract.  Whatever  that  figure  von  add  It  to 
your  haak  exemption  In  place  of  the  normal  31.000  exemp- 
tion.
